R ecent technological innovations in the fields of 
demonstrative and forensic evidence have 
opened to lawyers exciting new ways in which to 
present evidence in the courtroom. These new tools, in- 
cluding the use of techniques such as computer anima- 
tion, acoustical sound tracking, and neutron activation 
testing, are persuasive means to better assist trial 
lawyers in the presentation of factual disputes. 

U sing the 1%3 assassination of President John F. 
Kennedy as a case study, this program will use 
stateof-the^ tools of demonstrative and foren- 
sic evidence to explore the issue of how many people ac- 
tually shot at the President. Two distinguished panels 
will debate this issue using these new technological in- 
novations. Included in this program will be direct and 
cross- examination of two medical experts who studied 
the actual autopsy photographs and x-rays from the 
Kennedy Assassination.
